CAPETOWN (Tuesday)—One case of bu- 
ponic plague has been discovered here on 
board one of the British transports which 
has arrived from Rosario.

No Change at Osfontein. 
OSFONTEIN (Monday)—The position here 
is unchanged. The artillery on the British 
right from this morning cleared a * 
party from its position. | 


Pursue Boers Near Dordrecht. 
DORDRECHT (Tuesday)—Yesterday the 
British pursuing force followed the enemy 
ten miles in the direction of Aliwal and took 
four prisoners. A large quantity of cattle 
and sheep were found in the remains of the 
laager on Schoeman’s farm, as well as two 
abandoned wagons and a wagonload of 
rifles and ammunition. There was 
erable miscellaneous loot. 

Seven dead Boers were found on the hilt 
shelled on the first day. Two were under 
the cliffs and the others behind the breast- 
works. | 

One prisoner admits heavy losses dur- 
ing the retreat. There were nine casualties 
among the forty men near him alone. | 

The Boer strength is stated to be between 
1,000 and 1,500, whereas the British force 
has never exceeded 1,100 men and eight 
guns. The corrected British casualties show 
thirteen killed and twenty-nine wounded.

LONDON, March 7.—Isaac Gordon, who 
gloried in the title of the greatest usurer 
in England,“ is dead at Birmingham, Though 
suffering from a painful illness for a long 
time, he Was engaged in money -lending 
transactions up to within two hours of his 
death. 

Gordon was a Polish Jew, 35 years old, and 
unmarried, He came to England as a small 
boy and penniless. He entered the service 
of a money-lender at Worcester as a clerk, 
but soon engaged in business on his own ac- 
count, and probably no man in England pos- 
sessed more aliases and certainly none 
wrecked more homes through usorious 
methods, 


Perfect Type of Shylock. 

He was a real Shylock in real life and im- 
pervious to reproach, whether emanating 
from Judge, jury, church, or press. 

Gordon was summoned tq appear before 
the Money Lending commission, but it was 
necessary to issue a writ to secure his at- 
tendance. He was the embodiment of opi 
duracy, suing for the last cent due, and ex- 
tracted it with almost greedy delight. It is 
reported he died worth $5,000, 000, but his will 
cannot be found. | 


Some of His Common Methods. 

One of Gordon's commonest: methods of 
getting a man into his clutches was to ad- 
vance a sum of money at an extortionate 
rate of interest and afterwards approach the 
struggling debtor in another guise, and as 
a rule the more the victim of Gordon's meth- 
ods endeavored to extricate himself the more 
hopelessly he became involyed. The tor- 
ment was increased by the receipt of letters 
threatening awful pains and penalties unless 
both principal and interest were promptly 
paid. |

BERLIN, March 6.—The Meat committee’s 
report has partially reassured those who 
feared the government had forgotten the 
statements often repeated to American rep- 
resentatives that last year’s committee pro- 
posals would never become a law. This 
soup need not be eaten as hot asit is cooked. 
Americans also boil with a pretty hot fire 
occasionally,”” a foreign office official ob- 
‘served today. 


Fear to Compromise All. 

According to the committee’s report, the 
government’s representative informed the 
committee that the demand that foreign 
meats be inspected in the same manner as 
the domestic meant a total exclusion of 
foreign meats, and that the government 
would compromise on some points, but that 
the import prohibitions and the provisions 
for inspection of fgreign meats endangered 
the acceptance of the entire measure. 

Germany’s Own interests, it is claimed, 
demanded milder provisions, as cattle 
diseases could again compel the admission of 
foreign live stock, which would expose Ger- 
many to the invasion of other cattle diseases. 


Bremen and Hamburg Want Meat. 


Chancellor Hohenlohe today re- 
ceived the protesting Bremen and 
Hamburg delegations, and they par- 


ticularly emphasized the point that dear 
meats meant a diminished consumption, 
which was more dangerous to the public 
health than an occasional piece of diseased 
meat. The Tageblatt has started a move- 
ment to call public meetings to agitate 
against the bill, and the textile manufac- 
turers, who have long complained that 
American trade has been curtailed by the 
Dingley bill, are loudly protesting. 


Resents American Attitude. 

The Kreuzzeitung, on the other hand, ad- 
vocates the adoption of the bill to save the 
national honor and to prove that Germany 
cannot be bluffed, particularly by the Amer- 
icans, who continually demand concessions 
from Germany and then treat German sugar 
more severely than the Belgian. 

The Kreuzzeitung offers figures to prove 
that the packers have adopted Standard 
Oil maneuvers to capture the German mar- 
ket by selling meats at 24 pfennigs in Ham- 
burg which cost from 70 to 99 pfennigs in 
New York, and pork at 33 pfennigs in Ham- 
burg which cost 56 pfennigs in New York. 
It does not explain whether the quality is 
the same or whether the New York prices 
are wholesale or retail. 

The Reichstag will discuss the subject on 
Thursday.

HOLLAND SAID TO BE ASKING SHEL- 
TER FROM ENGLAND. 


Idea of Strong Alliance Especiaily 
with Germany for Protection of 
Widespread Colonies Again Revived 
and More Favorably Considered — 
Letter from Amsterdam Given 
Prominence in Vienna—Great Brit- 
ain No Longer a Friend.

Idea Will Not Rest. 

The thought of such a union after a lively 
discussion by the press was declared to be 
impracticable owing to difference in the 
commercial intérests of the two nations. 

Since then the Hollanders’ anxiety con- 
cerning their colonial possessions has in- 
creased greatly.“ 

The correspondent points out that Eng- 
land's descent upon the two weak south 
African republics has opened the eyes of the 
Hollanders to the danger that is possibly 
threatening their colonies, and they ques- 
tion what they could do should England 
“or even Japan thus suddenly desire to take 
possession of the Netherland colonies in 
India. 

Holland has neglected her marine for 
decades, and even if she had not she coul 
not begin to compete with such foes, 


England No Longer a Friend. 

“ Hitherto,” he continues, “ England has 
been considered the natural friend and pro- 
tector of the Netherlands and until a short 
time ago no one would ever have thought of 
looking upon her as the future stealer of 
Holland’s colonial possessions. But the 
south African war has opened the Holland- 
ers’ eyes, especially since in The Hague this 
war is regarded as a national one, and every 
victory of English might is as if a piece of 
flesh was being cut from the body of Hol- 
land, 


Germany Natural Ally. 

From England, therefore, the Hollanders 
can expect nothing good, and it is natural 
they should turn their glances to their 
mighty German neighbor, 

Many leading circles in Holland see in 
an alliance with Germany one that in nowise 
affects the Netherlands’ independence, even 
if, of course, it is looked upon as a state 
necessity. Public opinion, which at first 
opposed such an idea, now begins to con- 
sider it more kindly, and there is therefore 
no doubt that a German-Netherland alliance 
must materialize in the near future. Other- 
wise Holland stands in danger of losing its 
colonies, wherein lies its entire wealth.“

LORD PAUNCEFOTE IS TO STAY. 


British Ambassador at Washington In- 
structed to Remain at His Post 
Indefinitely. | 


LONDON, March 6.—The British govern- 


ment has decided that Lord Pauntefote will 


remain as Ambassador at Washington in- 
definitely. 

This decision is chiefly due to the unan- 
imous declarations of the British press in 
favor of such a step, and, although Lord 
| Salisbury, previous to last Friday, had not 
considered the further prolonging of Lord 
Pauncefote’s term, he apparently became so 
much impressed with the strength of the 
arguments regarding the Ambassadors 
knowledge of the matters pending between 
the two nations that he asked him if he were 
willing to remain. Lord n replied 
in the affirmative. 


No Specified Time. 

No definite period was mentioned by Lord 
Salisbury, so it is probable that the dean 
of the diplomatic corps will not leave Wash- 
ington this year, at any rate, at the end of 
which time the British government hopes 
for a settlement of the various controversies. 

Nocommunications of any kind have passed 
between the two governments in regard to 
Lord Pauncefote, and not even any unofficial 
intimation was given to Lord Salisbury by

Pauncefote Tells Hay. 


Lord Pauncefote called at the State depart- 
ment today and formally announced to Sec- 
retary Hay that his government had de- 
cided to have him remain at Washington 
for the present. Lord Pauncefote was offi- 
cially informed by a cable from Lord Salis- 
bury this morning that he was to continue 
as Ambassador here, although he had been 
unofficially advised the day previous that 
such action would be taken. 

Considerable surprise was created, as Lord 
Pauncefote has made all arrangements to 
depart, having engaged passage on steamer 
for Europe. Lady Pauncefote will remain, 
and it is said that she is pleased at a5: 
change of plans. 

Secretary Hay expressed his pleasure re 
the British Ambassador at the announce- 
ment. A close friendship exists between 
these two. 

It is asserted that no influence was exerted 
on the part of the administration to have 
Lord Pauncefote continue in service here. 
Just how long this extension of the Am- 
bassador’s term of office is to prevail is not 
known positive, but it is understood that 
Lord Pauncefote will remain at the head of 
the embassy until some time in the fall. 

It is said that such an extension as this, 
the third, has only one precedent in the 
British diplomatic service.

Mayor Harrison, Robert E. Burke, and 
other Democratic chiefs used the ax yester- 
day afternoon on the leaders of the fight 
against the machine's Aldermanic candi- 
dates.

MANY ENTOMBED IN MINE 


EXPLOSION KILLS AND BURIES WEST 
VIRGINIA COAL DIGGERS. 


— 


Ten Bodies Recovered by Rescuing 
Party, but at Least Forty-five Are 
Still Held—Crowds Throng Mouth of 
Shaft—Neighboring Towns Rush Re- 
lief—Piant Largest in the State— 
Machinery Broken and No Air Can 
Be Pumped. 


Fire Creek, W. Va., March 6.—A disastrous 
mine explosion occurred at the Red Ash 
mine in the New River district shortly after 
the miners went to work early this morning. 
Ten bodies have been recovered, but al- 
though the most heroic work by the rescuing 
party has been going on all day, at least 
forty-five miners are stil entombed. 

The Red Ash mine is a large drift and the 
explosion occurred near the entrance which 
was closed by the falling slate, entombing 
the miners. 

The scene of the disaster is between this 
place and Thurmond, on the south branch of 
the Chesapeake & Ohio railway, and every 
assistance possible was sent by the railway 
company and by the adjoining mining towns. 
Relief parties from great distances arrived 
as soon as possible. 

State Mine Inspector Pinckney, with a 
corps of experts, and many workmen has 
been on the ground during the day giving 
all assistance possible. 


Rush Relief Work. 

J. Fred Effinger of Staunton, Va., the prin- 
cipal owner of the mines, spared no effort in 
the work of rescue and relief, and his man- 
ager, Ferdinand Howell, had all the men 
available at work in trying to clear away 
the débris and rescue the men. 

The managers and bosses of all the mines 
in this district came to the scene as soon as 
possible and joined in the work of rescue. 

The large, heavy side tires of the entrance 
were blown out to some distance, together 
with a lot of heavy timbers. Even mules 
were blown out some distance. The force of 
such an explosion caused an immense falling 
of the slate and other débris, so that the en- 
trance was filled up for a great distance and 
the difficulties in digging through it caused 
delay in the work of rescue. 


Ten Bodies Taken Out. 

The first successful strike of the rescuers 
was at 10 o'clock, when ten bodies were re- 
covered. It was found that seven of the men 
were already dead and the other three were 
dying. 

The mine is one of the largest in West Vir- 
ginia and was heavily timbered in the dif- 
ferent drifts: It was for this reason at 
once feared that those who had not been 
killed by falling débris at the time of the 
explosion would be pinioned by these con- 
nected timbers and suffer death from suffo- 
cation. Air was forced into the mine by 
engines on the surface, which were kept 
working after the explosion, but it was found 
that air could be pumped into the drift for 
only a short distance, as the coal, stone, and 
earth shut off all possibility of pumping into 
the mines. The pumps and all other machin- 
ery in the mine were demolished. After the 
men got under headway in the work of res- 
cue they reached the first party in less than 
an hour, but met greater difficulties after 
that time. 

Telegrams were sent to Montgomery, 
Charleston, and other places for physicians, 
nurses, and caskets, but during the greater 
part of the day there was use only for the 
caskets. 

The estimates of the number in the mines 
when the explosion occurred are based on 


manager stated that by 8 o' clock there would 
have been twice as many men in the mines, 

It is belleved that all of the forty men 
still in the mine will never be found alive. 
The explosion happened as the men were 
going into the mine in groups and in couples 
in some instances, and they were strung 
along in this manner for over a mile, so that 
the work of rescue will require a long time. 
There were more men near the entrance who 
escaped than were lost.

|SCOPE OF ORGANIC LAW. 


T. A, MORAN HOLDS CONSTITUTION 
_ ALREADY COVERS PORTO RICO. 
He — 

Declares Senator Davis’ on Is 
Supererogatory, According to Su- 
preme Court Precedents—Cites Dred 
Scott Decision — Asserts Congress 
Has No Power to Discriminate in 
Tariff and Says Statute Will Be Held 
Invalid-" | 

Senator Davis' proposed application of the 
constitution of the United States to cover 
the provisions of his bill killing the House 
tariff measure for Porto Rico is considered 
by lawyers in Chicago as unnecessary. 

Ex-Judge Thomas A. Moran, as a consti- 

tutional lawyer, declares that Senator Davis 

simply is advocating the stretching of the 
constitution to cover a territory which that 

document already covers, according to a 

long line of precedents established by the 

United States Supreme Court since the tim 

of Chief Jugtice Marshall. , 

Porto Rico must have free trade and 
all the rights of a sovereign territory,” said 
ex-Judge Moran. Laying aside the ques- 
tion of good faith, the law must grant it 
as much without special application of the 
constitution. | 

In the first place, Porto Rico is United 


States territory, simply because this gov- 
ernment cannot hold any other right or 


‘title to a geographical division. There have 


been Supreme Court decisions time and 
again declaring this, but the most recent 
example, perhaps, is in the famous Dred 
Scott decision of the civil war period.” 


From Dred Scott Decision. 
Turning to this ex-Judge Moran quoted 
the third and fourth sections of the syllabus 
as follows: | 

The United States, under the present constitu- 
tion, cannot acquire territory to be held as a 
colony, to be governed at its will and pleasure. 
But it may acquire territory which, at the time, 
has not a population that fite it to become a 
State, and may govern it as a Territory until it 
has a population which, in the judgment of Con- 
~— „ entitles it to be admi tted as a State of the 

nion. 

During the time it remains a Territory 
may legislate over it within the scope of its 
congtitutional powers in relation to citizens of the 
United States—and may establish a Territorial 
government, and the form of this local govern- 
ment must be regulated by the discretion of Con- 
gress, but with powers not exceeding those which 
Congress itself, by the constitution, is authorized 
to exercise over citizens of the Unjted States in 
respect to their rights of persons or rights of 
property. | 

This,“ said ex-Judge Moran, “is the law 
as to Territories. It never before has been 
questioned. The only spots which may be- 
come government territory te be ruled by 
the general government are such as are out- 
lined in clause 17 of section 8 of the consti- 
tution, which reads: | 

The Congress shall have power to ex- 
ercise exclusive legislation in all cases what- 
soever, over such district (not exceeding 
ten miles square) as may, by cession of 
particulars States, and the acceptance of 
Congress, become the seat of government 
of the United States and to exercise like 
authority over all places purchased by the 
consent of the Legislature of the State in 
which the same shall be, for the erection of 
forts, nes, arsenals, dockyards, and 
other needful buildings.’ 


Constitution and Tariff Question. 

This is the limitation as to United States 
holdings which submit to governmental rule 
in its absoluteism. This being the law as 
to territories, the United States constitution 
covers the question of a tariff beyond all 
doubts. It says: eer 

The Congress shall have power to tax 
and collect taxes, duties, imposts, and 
excises, to pay the debts and provide for the 
common defense and general welfare of the 
United States, but all duties, imposts, and 
excises shall be uniform throughout the 
United States.’ | * 

„Could anything be plainer than that the 
national Congress is without the power to 
prescribe one rate of duty for IHinois, for 
instance, and another for Porto Rico? For 
just as expressly the constitution says that 
no tax or duty shall be laid on articles ex- 
ported from any State.’ 

There have been questions as to whether 
or not the United States as a world power, 
taking a place among nations, shall be de- 
nied the privilege of owning colonies. The 
only answer to that is that any power which 
the United States has a right to exercise 
must harmonize with its powers and prin- 
ciples as a republic. And with regard to 
this, everything moral and legal is against 
the United States holding subject a people 
without extending to them the common 
rights of citizenship within the provisions 
of the constitution.’’ 

Ex-Judge Moran holds that any tariff 
voted against Porto Rico will be found un- 
constitutional by the United States Supreme 
Court.

He is a contractor and has been 
engaged on public works in Mexico and South 
American countries. He resides at the 
Technical club when in Chicago.]

HE BITTERLY ASSAILS THEIR ATTI- 
TUDE IN BOER WAR. 


Speech at Robert Emmet Anniversary 
Meeting in New York—Transvaal 
Conflict Called Greatest Onslaught 
on Civilization in Last 400 Years— 
His Quarrel Not with English Peo- 
ple, but with Their Government— 


Burden on Masses, Prises to Classes. 


At the Robert Emmet anniversary meet- 
ing in New York on Sunday night W. Bourke 
Cockran delivered a remarkable speech, 
—— is thus reported in the New York 

un: 

Recent events in a distant part of the 
world seem to show that ence is 
moving in a mysterious way to bring about 
its just ends. It is the duty of every Irish- 
man, of every American, of every upholder 
of justice and civilization to condemn the 
ignoble course of England in this war. 
{Loud cheers.] This war has damaged Eng- 
land’s prestige as a military power greatly; 
as a moral power, irretrievably. It is the 
greatest war upon and against civilization 
in the last 400 years. Yét they tell us that 
the Boers must be defeated in the interests 
of civilizatién; that they are an uncivilized 
race. Why is this said of them? Is it be- 
cause they carry on an effective government 
at the lowest rate of taxation known? Is 
it because in their country education is uni- 
versal, drunkenness is unknown, divorce 
doesn't exist, and every man lives with his 
own wife? I can understand a country own- 
ing a smart set thinking that nation un- 
civilized which doesn’t support a divorce 
court. I would not deny to that set the 
right to life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
smartness, but I would have them see that, 
| though the Boers have not evening dress, 

they have evening prayers, and, though they 
fear God, the fear of man is not in them. 
(Cheers. ] 

“This government of ours—not this peo- 
ple, but this government—is not without re- 
sponsibility for the Boer war. It claims to 
be neutral. For my part, I have never looked 
for or asked from it anything better than 
absolute neutrality. But this country has 
not been neutral. There has been difficulty 
between this nation and England over the 
‘Alaskan boundary. I do not y that we 
ought to have taken advantage of other 
complications in which our opponent was 
involved to push those claims unreasonably, 
but I do say that those claims ought not 
to have been postponed to give Great Britain 
a better chance. Yet they have been so 
postponed, because of the complications in 
south Africa. Had the administration per- 
formed its plain duty to the people it would 
have enforced those claims, and the Cana- 
dian troops wouldn’t have been fighting in 
south Africa today, helping to put down 
liberty, for they would have had their hands 
full right at home, and that African war 
would never have been begun. But the mo- 
ment that war seemed a probability a modus 
vivendi was entered into between this coun- 
try and England—that is, England was to 
choose her own time, not for conceding our 
demands, but for resisting them. In return 
for this concession we received no advan- 
tage. It was all in England’s favor. 

At the banquet last night President Me- 
Kinley said that there was no alliance be- 
tween this country and England. Well, I'm 
inclined to believe him. [Laughter.] 
ien’t an alliance; it’s a surrender. 
cheers.] It's a surrender of our policy to 
England I challenge any supporter of the 
administration to show one thing in regard 
to this Boer war that the United States gov- 
ernment could do in England’s favor that 
hasn't been done. The surrender on the 
Alaskan boundary, the recall of our Consul 
at Pretoria because his mail was opened by 
the British authorities, and the appointment 
of a boy son of the Secretary of State, who 
received his final instructions in the For- 
eign office at London—all these things have 
made other nations believe that we are in 
alliance with England. 

** So, in fear, all those nations that might 
have interfered for ths sake of humanity and 
fairness have held back. Some may say that 


the President might have done even more 
| for England; that he might have sent our 


navy over there to aid the British. But na- 
vies are of no avail against the Boers. They 
might say that the President could have 
sent an army there, but that would have in- 
volved his calling for volunteers, and have 
given to the people of this nation a chance 
to show where they stand in the matter of 
this unholy war, a chance that must now be 
postponed until next NoVember. If the Lord 
God of battles and of justice will uphold the 
Boers so that they may withstand their 
enemies for eight months longer this nation 
will show unmistakably its sentiments. 
[Great cheering.] That our course, the 
course of the administration, should be such 
as to lead Europe to believe that we are sup- 
porting England is itself a disloyalty to the 
people, and it will be avenged when the op- 
portunity comes for freemen to speak. 

„ We have no quarrel with the English 
people; our quarrel is with the English gov- 
ernment. The great mass of the people are 
not behind this war. It is a war of the smart 
set. Our own smart set doesn’t know much 
about the war, but it smiles on it and to 
some extent supports it in obsequious defer- 
ence to the leaders of fashion in England. 
It is a society war on both sides of the At- 
lantic; a popular war on neither. The bur- 
den of it falls upon the English masses; the 
prizes fall to tHe classes.”

Since the cession Porto Rico has been 
denied the principal markets she had long 
enjoyed, and our tariffs have been continued 
against her products as when she was under 
Spanish sovereignty. The markets of Spain 
are closed to her products except upon terms 
to which the commerce of all nations is sub- 
jected. The Island of Cuba, which used to 
buy her cattle and tobacco without customs 
duties, now imposes the same duties upon 
these products as from any other country 
entering her ports. She has, therefore, lost 
her free intercourse with Spain and Cuba, 
without any compensating benefits in this 
market. Her coffee was little known and 
not in use by our people, and, therefore, 
there was no demand here for this one of her 
chief products. The markets of the United 
States should be opened up to her products, 
Our plain duty is to abolish all customs 
tariffs between the United States and Porto 
. Rico, and give her products free access to 
our markets.

THE SENATE'S OPPORTUNITY. 

The amendment to the Porto Rican bill 
prepared by Senator Davis contemplates 
the grant to the island of free trade with 
the United States by the specific exten- 
sion to that new possession of those provi- 
sions of the constitution which require uti- 
formity of duties throughout the United 
States and which forbid the granting of 
preferences to the ports pf one State over 
those of another. 3 ey 

This amendment will not meet with the 
approval of those persons, mainly Demo- 
erats, who argue that the ratification of 
the treaty with Spain extended all the 
provisions of the constitution to Porto Rico 
and that Congressional action is super- 
fluous. The amendment should meet with 
the approval of Republicans who do not 
believe the constitution becomes applicable 
until Congress has so ordered, for Sena- 
tor Davis’ proposition | recognizes that 
theory fully. It grants free trade between 
the United States and Porto Rico, but 
does it in such a way as not to create an 
embarrassing precedent as regards the 
Philippines. 

If, as is understood to be the case, many 
Republican Senators will support Sena- 
tor Davis’ amendment, a way is opened 
to let the House and the administration 
down easily, and to put the Republican 
party straight on the record. When or. ce 
it is decided to give Porto Rico free trade 
this whole agitation and commotion will 
come to a sudden end ahd will be forgot- 
ten in a fortnight, as most mistakes are 
when quickly corrected. 

That the action of the House was a 
mistake was demonstrated by its quick 
compliance ‘with the recommendation of 
the President that the proceeds of duties 
levied on previous imports from Porto 
Rico be appropriated to provide revenue for 
the island. But that action has not satis- 
fied the public mind or conscience. It 
has not abated the earnestness of the popu- 
lar demand for the abandonment of a policy 
which satisfies nobody. 

Fortunately there are in the Senate some 
sagacious statesmen who have it in their 
power to cure the blunder committed by 
the hasty legislators of the House. The 
latter, who are worried! over the commo- 
tion they have created, will be more than 
delighted to accept the report of a con- 
ference committee recommending that the 
House recede from its justly unpopular 
position. The Senate still has its uses. It 
is still competent to do that which Wasb- 
ington said it was created for the purpose 


of doing—to correct the occasional errors 


committed by the more impetuons and less 
thoughtful lower House. If the Senate 
will act advisedly, this serious Porto Rican 
storm will become even less momentous 
than the “tempest ina teapot.”

— Duale News, 


NE of the most striking facts in con- 

temporary history is the extremely 

rapid growth of the great cities of 

Europe. Even the, Eternal City of 

Rome, sitting “‘ enthroned upon her 
seven hills,” is no exception to the general 
rule. In 1864 Rome had a population of 
184,000. At the present time it is a city of 
half a million, eda nearly 8 — 

pulation in thirty-six years, a fr 

— of which no American city need be 
ashamed. 

This great growth has forced a corre- 
spondingly rapid development in the city 
government. And, perhaps, in none of the 
great cities of Europe has greater improve- 
ment been made in the same length of time. 

Prior to 1870 Rome was practically a city 
of the middle ages, celebrated for its won- 
derful ruins and for the — and poverty 
in which a large part of its eitizens lived. 
Today it is a thriving and enterprising 
modern metropolis, the government of which 


lowed to demolish a ruin of any importance. 
No new building must be erected to a height 
greater than one and a half times the width 
of the street on which it fronts, with the 
further proviso that under no circumstances 
must tt exceed eighty feet in height. But 
by far the most important provision of the 
new Roman building law is that which pro- 
vides for the interior lighting of all build- 
ings. According to the law every building 
must be provided with an inner court, wre 
narrowest side of which shall not be | 
than one-third the height of the building. 
Furthermore it is not allowable to erect 
buildings immediately adjoining each other, 
The distance between them must be at 
least equal to one-third the height of the 
taller building. The law further fixes the 
minimum height of ceilings and requires that 
every apartment or group of rooms intended 
for family use shall be provided with water 
and sewer connections. Thus while Rome 
possesses some of the oldest ruins in the 
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has taken an advanced position in many lines 
ef municipal reform. 

Rome has a City Council of eighty mem- 
bers, who, in turn elect an Executive com- 
mittee of ten, with four substitutes, from 
its own membership. The City Council also 
chooses one of its members as Syndic or 
Mayor. The City Council is elected by vote 
of the male citizens of Rome who are over 
21 years old and who comply with certain 
other requirements. The most important 
of these restrictions on suffrage is that 
which requires on the part of the voter the 
ability to read and write. Fully 60 per cent 
of the adult population of Italy were illiter- 
ate in 1895, and of male citizens of voting 
age at least 50 per cent were in the same 
category, so that this provision greatly cuts 
down the number of voters. It is also re- 
quired that a voter must be either a tax- 
payer to a certain small amount or must 
pay a fixed amount of rental for property 
under lease. The property qualification is 
not severe, however, and comparatively few 


‘people are prevented by it from voting, if 


they are otherwise qualified. 

The City Council has but two lregular 
meetings annually. one in the spring and 
one in the fall, each extending over a num- 
ber of days. It can also be called to meet 
at any time by the Syndic or Mayor, and in 
Rome holds numerous sessions. 

The members of the City Counctl are elect- 
ed for five years each. The Executive com- 
mittee, which it selects, serves for two 
years, one-half of its membership going 
out of office annually. The practical gov- 
ernment of the city is in the hands of this 
committee, which, with the Syndic or Mayor, 
has the power of appointing minor officials, 
and holds regular meetings much more fre- 
quently than the Council as the whole. The 
Council is really a deliberative and a re- 
viewing body. It discusses plans and makes 
general regulations, leaving for the Execu- 
tive committee the work of carrying out 
and putting into execution its orders. Later 


it carefully reviews and criticises the work . 


done by the committee. 


The Mayor or Syndic, who is chosen by the 


Council from among its own membership, 
serves for a term of three years, and sta- 
in the double relation of head of the city 
government and representative of the crown 
or general government. 

The revenues of the city government are 
chiefly derived from the octroi taxes; levied 
upon wine, building materials, and almost 
all articles of ordinary consumption enter- 
ing at the city gates from without, and from 
taxes upon the real estate and buildings 
within the city,limits. Chicago taxpayers 
who complain at the present rate of taxa- 
tion in this city will be startled to learn 
that in Rome the taxes levied amount to 
oe 65 per cent of the gross rental of build- 
ngs. 

Perhaps the new-municipal administration 
of Rome has done its greatest work in im- 


‘proving the health of the city. Until 1885 


the water supply of the city came from 
wells and from the polluted Tiber. Since 
that time the great sewers of ancient Rome 
have been largely rebuilt and added to, and 
a bountiful supply of water has been brought 
in by means of the splendid old reservoirs 
and aqueducts, originally built by the 
Romans in the days of their greatness, b 
for centuries unused and allowed to fall 
into ruins. Among the other sanitary meas- 
ures adopted are a house to house system of 
medical assistance for the poor, a series of 
public dormitories, a careful inspection of 
all articles sold for food. a series of stations 
for medical relief at night, and a house to 
house inspection for nuisances. As a result 
of this work the death rate in Rome, which 
in 1876, was 30 per 1,000, was reduced so long 
“go to 19.4 per 1.000. 

nother important work for 
authorities by the rapid growth of 
was the building of new streets and the tear- 
ing down of many buildings to make way for 
the extension of old streets. This great 
work was planned and begun on a scale 
which might well startle even the Rapid 
Transit commission of New York or Chicago. 
The first thing done was the building of the 
great Via National at a cost of $2,500,000, and 
to carry out this and the other projected im- 
provements a municipal loan of $30,000,000 
was raised. Inasmuch as nearly every street 
in Rome was narrow and contracted and led 
nowhere in particular K was determined 
to build at least a few main avenues which 
should be broad and straight and should 
serve as the chief arteries of traffic. This 
work has progressed so far as to shock many 
people who prefer to think of Rome as a 
relic of ancient grandeur rather than as a 
wideawake and enterprising modern capital. 
In fact, some scholars and lovers of antiquity 
have bitterly attacked the reformers who 
have been chiefly responsible for the mak- 
ing of the new Rome. 

There was.“ says Herman Grimm, speak- 
ing of the days before municipal reform be- 
gan its work, “ an infinite calm, a loveliness 
and stillness, in which the poet and the 
scholar could draw near to the mighty dead 
who had once been there as living men. 
There was nothing like it on earth. Now 
it is destroyed forever. In the place of this

„The ambition of the Boer,“ says the Lancet. 


is to be surrounded by so vast a tract of land 
that he cannot see the dwelling of his nearest 
neighbor. Then his occupations are all outdoor 
occupations. He must ride enormous distances 
to go to church, to do his shopping, to fetch @ 
medical man, or to pay a visit. For his food 
supply he depends to some extent on hunting, 
and here we have again a health-giving occupa- 
tion, to say rfothing of the incidental fact that 
this enables him to become an excellent marks- 
man. There is the all-important fact that he is 
exempt from the health-wearing trials alike of 
wealth and of poverty, neither surfeited by 
luxurious living nor starved for want of the neces- 
saries of existence. 

But what in the long run often proves more 
fatal still is that terrible strain on the nervous 
system due to the want of leisure, the want of 
freedom from anxiety caused by our overwrought 
civilization, and the acuteness of the struggle for 
existence. The Boer mind is not torn and 
by thé ambitious hope of wealth or the constant 
dread of bankruptcy, of poverty, debt, and starva- 
tion. He feels quite safe as to the morrow’# 
existence. His land is not overpopulated, tal 
under-populated. * 

He knows nothing either of our sordid poverty, 
of our overcrowding, and of all the insalubriow 
and degrading conditions bred of misery that 
accompany and put to shame our wealth. I 
would not be possible to find a subm 
tent among the Boers. Therefore the Boers 
are free from those nerve disorders that so largely 
contribute to deétroy the health of the popula- 
tions in the great commercial centers, 

‘* Bven the Boers are taller, stronger, and of & 
more powerful physique than the English. It is 
quite a,common occurrence to meet a Boer 6 feet 
6 inches in height. The Boer who has taken to 
town life agg acquired town vices may degenerate 
like other people, but this is not of frequent oc- 
currence. Even those who do live in towns of tes 
preserve theif primitive and simple methods of 
existence.“ 


From these considerations the Lancet draws the 


conclusion that the efforts of legislation and of 
philanthropy should be directed first to the en- 
deavur to get as large a section of the populatiog 
as possible back on to the land. We should strive 


to make town life as similar to country life as 16 


possible. Therefore, streets should be as broad 
and houses surrounded with as much open space 
as circumstances will admit. All accumulations 
of filth which corrupt the atmosphere of towns 
should be removed with the utmost celerity, and 
means of communication should be so multiplied 
and reduced in cost as to enable townsfolk to en- 
joy the maximum of exercise in the open country:

From an educational point of view the 
revival of Donizetti's masterpiece, from time 
to time, is of great value to the student, and 
when the preséntation is invested with as 
many points of excellence as was that which 
the Castle Square company gave last even- 
ing. the interest becomes general. The per- 
formance was by no means perfect; the 
second act draggéd considerably, and the 
work of some of the principals was of a 
perfunctory and ineffective order. But the 
chorus sustained its reputation for good 
and spirited work, and the general effect 
was pleasing rather than otherwise, al- 
though greater smoothness of tone and 
rhythmical precision on the part of the or- 
chestra would have raised the value of the 
performance, as a Whole, considerably. 

The honors of last evening's performance

'MARQUISE DE FONTENOY'S LETTER.

Something akin to a sensation has been 
created in England by the announcement 
that a royal commission is about to be ap- 
pointed for the purpose of instituting a 
searching investigation into that govern- 
ment department known as the Royal Col- 
lege of Heralds, and to which is intrusted 
the control, supervision, and concession of 
armorial bearings, as well as the direc- 
tion of state ceremonies and pageants. The 
department, which occupies a fine old build- 
ing of the seventeenth century in Queen 
Victoria street, London, and which is un- 

der the nominal direction of the Duke of 
| Norfolk as Earl Marshal of the realm, but 
under the de facto control of old Sir Al- 
bert Woods, Garter King at Arms, is de- 
clared to be a perfect hotbed of scandal, 
and there has been so much complaint of 
late on the part of ancient families, who 
have seen their armorial bearings and mot- 
toes conceded by the College of Heralds 
without a vestige of right to new rich peo- 
ple of plebeian ancestry and of no merit 
save their wealth, that the government has 
at length resolved to institute an Inquiry 
for the purpose of discovering whether it 
is possible to reform the abuses of the col- 
lege, or whether it will be necessary to do 
away with it altogether and to transfer its 
old time powers and prerogatives to some 
other branch of the government adminis- 


tration. 


In former times the records of the Col- 
lege of Heralds were regarded as legal evi- 
dence in the courts of law. But this has 
ceased to be the case, and it is not so long 
ago that one of the most eminent Judges 
of the English bench declared that not even 
“the common seal of the Royal College 
of Heralds will be received as evidence in 
any court of justice in the kingdom.“ ow- 
ing to the extent to which the officers of 
the college have looked upon their duties 
and obligations as ‘‘a matter of lucre, and 
not of justice, whereby falsity and con- 
fusion have crept into their records to an 
incredible degree.” 

The projected investigation and the con- 


est on this side of the Atlantic, not only 
because large numbers of American fami- 
lies have invoked the assistance of the Col- 
lege of Heralds at a heavy pecuniary cost 
in er to establish their descent from 
English_noble and county families, but like- 
wise because some of the most egregious 
mistakes and bogus genealogies of the Col- 
lege of Heralds have been exposed by Amer- 
ican experts. 

A particularly noteworthy instance in 
point was when the American genealogist, 
J. H. Lea, proved beyond any power of 
contradiction that the ancestry claimed by 
Ambrose Lee, who, as Bluemantle Pursul- 
vant of Arms, is an officer of the College 
of Heralds, was in every sense of the word 
bogus and false in spite of its having been 
issued on the authority of the College of 
Heralds. The American Lea showed that 
the English Lee, instead of being descended 
from the ancient family of Lees of Quarren- 
don, as claimed, his family was in reality 
descended from a race of grocers and butch- 
ers of the present century. 


On the continent of Europe, too, the Eng- 
lish College of Heralds and its Irish and 
Scotch branches, at Edinburg and Dublin 
respectively, have repeatedly been held up 
to ridicule and indignation on account of 
its blunders and dishonesty, such as, for 
instance, when it devised a genealogical 
tree in which the Ear! of Denbigh is shown to 
be descended from an altogether mythical 
brother of Emperor Rudolph of Germany, 
and to be, in consequence, a bona fide Count 
of Hapsburg. The Burkes (one of whose 
members is the compiler of the Burke's 
Peerage ’’) are in the same way asserted to 
be descended in a direct line from Emperor 
Charlemagne, while Lord Frankfort (whose 
son, Captain Montmorency, has just been 
killed {n south Africa) and Viscount Mount- 
morres have been each of them endowed 
by the College of Heralds with the armorial 
bearings, the motto, and the patronymic 
of the grand old French ducal house of 
Montmorency, although the founder of the 
family to which both Lord Frankfort and 
Lord Montmorres belonged was an Irish 
attorney of the name of Morris, who was 
believed to have been of Hebrew origin and 
to have originally been known as Moses. 

The French Montmorencys protested in 
the strongest fashion against this unwar- 
rantable action of the English College of 
Heralds in granting their name, their arms, 
and their motto to people who had no con- 
nection whatsoever with them save by 
bogus genealogical documents. But no at- 
tention was paid to their complaint. 


It has always been claimed in the mon- 
archical countries of Europe that although 
the sovereign could make a Duke, a Mar- 
quis, a Count, Earl, or any kind of a peer, he 
could not create a gentleman in the French 
sense of the word “ gentilhomme,” since 
he could not provide the new-fledged noble 
with blue-blooded ancestry, or with for- 
bears who were entitled to armorial bear- 
ings. This thing that the monarchs con- 
fess themselves unable to accomplish, the 
Royal Colleges of Heralds in London, Edin- 
burg, and Dublin profess to be able to do 
on the penny-in-the-slot principle. That is 
to say, in return for the payment of a more 
or less important sum of money to the offi- 
cials of the Royal College of Heralds, even 
the most plebelan born are furnished in 
short order with a blue-blooded ancestry, 
the length and glory of which is measured 
in proportion to the sum paid down. Thus 
Lord Brassey, the Governor of the Aus- 
tralian colony of Victoria, whose fine old 
father was fond of boasting that he had 
commenced life as a navvy, or day laborer 
on a railroad, and that he had first made 
the acquaintance of his estimable and kind- 
ly old wife when she was a barefooted match 
girl, peddling matches in the streets of Liv- 
erpool, has been able by dint of cash to ob- 
tain from the College ‘of Heralds a fairy 
tale like pedigree, which shows him to be 
descended from a certain Robert de Bresey, 
who was one of the nobles of the court of 
King Edward III., while in the same way 
Lord Iveagh, the Dublin brewer who derives 
his fortune from the production of Guinness’ 
Stout, is made by the College of Heralds to 
descend from the ancient and illustrious 
Irish family of Magennis, Lords of Iveach, 
a family which flourished in the fourteenth 
and fifteenth centuries, but which has been 
conclusively shown by the most eminent 
of genealogists to have become completely 
extinct both in its male and female line in 
the reign of King Charles IT. 


CHURCH PLAN FOR EDUCATION. 


Bishop Arnett Announces That an In- 
stitution Will Be Founded in 


Chicago. 


Formal announcement was made last night 
that an Institutional Church will be estab- 
lished in Chicago by the General African 
Methodist Episcopal Church. Officers of the 
General Church completed the purchase for 
$30,000 of the old First Presbyterian Church 
property, Dearborn and Thirty-ninth streets, 


in the afternoon. The announcement was 


made by Bishop B. W. Arnett at Quinn 
Chapel in the evening. The occasion was a 
reception and banquet given on the anniver- 
sary of the Bishop’s sixty-second birthday 
and also because of his approaching transfer 
to some other district of the church. : 

The institution will include a kindergarten, 
a printing office, an employment agency, 
baths, literary classes, and many other 
features. This is the first institution of its 
kind ever established by the church. It will 
be under the jurisdiction of the General 
Church, 

The reception to Bishop Arnett was given 
in the auditorium of the chapel. The Rev. 
George W. Gaines presided. Bishops B. F. 
Lee of Ohio, W. J. Gaines and Abraham 
Grant, T. W. Henderson of Philadelphia, the 
Rev. B. F. Watson of Springfield, the Rev. 
M. M. Moore of Washington, the Rev. A. L. 
Murray of Indianapolis, the Rev. C. T. 
Shaffer of Philadelphia, and the pastors and 
representatives of all the churches in the 
city were present. The program included 
addresses and music. 

Bishop Arnett will be transferred in May, 
probably to the First District, which em- 
braces Ohio, New York, and all the New 
England States, and it is understood that 
Bishop Abraham Grant will be appointed to 
this. district.

CENSUS. 


TRUSTEES DECIDE THE FIGURES 
MUST BE GATHERED. 

Vice President Gallagher Declares the 
Federal Returns Can Be Used, Sav- 
ing an Expense of $18,000, and Says 
Patronage Makes Members Anxious 
to Do the Work—Officers Selected 
Without Waiting for the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission’s List. | 


School trustees decided yesterday at a con- 
ference of the Census committee of the 
Board of Education and the superintendents 
of the school census that there was no es- 
cape from an expense of $18,000 in gathering 
school statistics. 

A small minority of the board, led by 
Trustee Thomas Gallagher, Vice President 
of the board, declares that the money could 
be saved if the trustees would give up the 
‘patronage which the appointment of enu- 
merators places in their hands and would 
use the figures gathered by the federal cen- 
Sus officials, 

In taking the former school census 300 
enumerators and ten clerks were employed, 
giving each trustee about fifteen positions to 
fill. The Census committee said it would 
employ only 150 enumerators and no clerks. 
A demand has been made upon, the Civil 
Service Commissioners for certified lists 
from which to fill the positions of superin- 
tendents and enumeration without awaiting 
action by the commission. The first have 
been filled by the board by the election of 
Stephen Griffin as superintendent at a salary 
of $10 a day, R. Cowdrey as assistant at 
$7.50 a day, and J. H. Hoeger as assistant 
at $6 a day. Mr. Griffin's salary begins at 
once. It is understood by the trustees that 
the Civil Service commission will not fur- 
nish certified lists, that the superintendents 
elected will continue in office, and that the 
patronage will remain in the hands of the 
members of the Board of Education. 

Trustees with lists of enumerators to be 
passed were present at the conference. The 
Census committee decided to await a formal 
statement from the Civil Service commission 
before it elected enumerators. 


Members Reply to Gallagher. 

Members of the Census committee said 
there was no precedent for using the federal 
census and the law required a school census. 
The federal census did not give the statistics 
necessary for the school census, especially 
in regard to illiteracy, it was declared. A 
statement from Alfred Bayliss, Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction, was read in which 
it was said: | 

The school statistics of illiteracy in this State 
have been found incomplete when compared with 
the United States census. Let me ask you to be 
sure that your report upon this point is full and 
accurate this year. 

Say Patronage Is Back of It. 

It is the patronage which makes the board 
anxious to take the census,“ said Trustee 
Gallagher. I offered a resolution in the 
board to have some attempt made to find 
a cheaper way of gathering the figures, and 
it was simply thrown in the air.” 

We always have taken a school census,” 
said Chairman Keating. The law asks for 
figures which could not be obtained any other 
way. If the civil service will not furnish 
the enumerators we will.“ | 

The Census committee decided that it 
would save money by reducing the items 
in the census, restricting the figures to 
those indicating sex, and age, and illiteracy, 
with causes for the last. The committee 
will meet again on Thursday to complete 
the outline of work more definitely and 
to pass upon lists of enumerators.

CIVIL SERVICE REFORMERS WILL 
GO TO SUPREME TRIBUNAL. 


Txecutive Committee of 
Bill for Writ Prepared aud Sets 
Aside Fighting Fund—Actfon Based 
on Bull’s Report—Engineers Say the 
Tunnel Ordinances Will Give No 


Relief to River Conditi lk of 
4 Per Cent Bonds. . 


The Executive committee of the Civil 
Service Reform association yesterday de- 
cided-to test the legality of the recent ex- 
a@minations for Inspectors and Assistant 
Chief of Police, by appealing to the Supreme 
Court. A special committee, consisting of 
John W. Ela, Frank H. Scott, F. W. Bull, 
and Lessing Rosenthal was appointed to 
draft a bill for mandamus or injunction at 
once, and sufficient funds were appropriated 
for the campaign. Controller Kerfoot was 
notified that if he pays any salaries under 
certifications made on the announced result 
of these examinations he will be held per- 
sonally responsible. This step was taken to 
offset Chief Kipley’s attempt to hurry the 
eligibles under the tests into office, he hav- 
ing made requisitions for three Inspectors 
during the afternoon. 

The trio of Inspectors requested by the 
‘Chief may be certified today before legal 
proceedings can prevent. President Lind- 
blom said last night that the requisition had 
not been acted on. If the order is filled Luke 
Kalas, Max Heideimeier, and J. J. Hart- 
nett will be certified, J. E. Ptacek waiving 
his claim in favor of-the possible post of 


The Reform committee's action was based 
on the report of Secretary Bull that the ex- 
aminations are so totally deficient as a test 
that no proper eligible list can be obtained 
from them”; that the method of holding 
the examinations is radically wrong, as they 
should be Promotional instead of original 
entrance,’ and that as the majority of the 
present commission are not disposed to 
change the conditions now existing the 
courts should be resorted to.
